— In exercise of the powers conferred by section 13 of the National 
Cadet Corps Act, 1948 ( 31 of 1948), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following rules further to amend the National Cadet Corps Rules, 1948, namely: — 

1. These rules may be called the National Cadet Corps (5th amendment) 

Rules, 1963. 

2. In the National Cadet Corps Rules 1948 (hereinafter referred to as the 

said rules) to clause (c) of sub-rule (2) of rule 32-A, the following 
proviso shall be added, namely: — 

“Provided that those trainees who successfully complete the courses com- 
mencing from the 1st Oct. 1963 onwards will be granted antedate 
in seniority by one year for the purpose of promotion”.
